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REMARKS

In reply to the Examiner's indication that Applicant must 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits, and 
without agreeing with the Examiner's characterization of the 
claimed subject matter, Applicant hereby elects Species D, 
illustrated in Figs. 5 and 6. Claims 1, 5, and 6 are readable on 
Species D. Claim 1 is generic, such that claims 2, 3, and 4 are 
subject to possible rejoinder. Applicant respectfully reserves the 
right to file one or more divisional applications for non-elected 
subject matter.
